Old Palo Alto Breaks the 
Stallion Record, 


Trotting a Mile on. Stockton’s Kite- 
shaped Track in 2:08 3-4. 


McKinney Trots in 2:12 1-2 and Leads 
All Four-year-old Stallions. 


Frou-Frou Lowers Her Record—Oakland 
Jockey Club Races—The Garfield 
Park Track Frozen—Events 
at Nashville. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Srocktox, Nov. 17.—[By the Associ. 
ated Press.] Palo Alto is king of trot- 
ting stallions, with a record of -1:08 °4, 
won on the Stockton track today. 
While the old horse goes to the hea 
the list, much honor must be given to 
his famous driver, Marvin, who has per- 


sisted in working the great campaigner 
to the champiotship. 


It has been insisted that the grand. 


old trotter had seen his best days and 
could never go a faster mile than 
2:1234, the record which he had when 
he came to Stockton on the 1st of Octo- 
ber. Senator Stanford gave Marvin 
fuil authority todo as he pleased. On 
October 183 the horse was _ started 
against his record of 2:12, and 
trotted in 2:1214. A week later he 
went in2:114. Six days after he went 
in 2:10, and on the 3d of November he 
trotted his best mile in 2:09}4. Then it 
was said the old horse had done his best 
and should be retired, but Marvin kept 
on, driving him a week later two ter- 
rific heats, one in 2:10, and three 
hours later another in 2:09%. Yes- 
terday Marvin drove the stallion in 


} 2:1014, and but for breaking he would 


have had a record. 

Today Palo Alto seemed to under- 
stand what was wanted of him and 
went out to win the race of his life. It 
was the gamest race and most credit- 
able performance ever seen on any 
track, for the stallion is 9 years of age 
and has been raced more and faster 
than any living horse. and has not been 
sound since he was 4 years gld, having 
a lameness in one leg, which always 
shows in his warming up and undoubt- 
edly causes pain. 

Heretotore Marvin has tried to hold 
him down tothe half to save him for 
the finish, but today he let him go away | 
at his speed, holding him. on: bis 


He went along in his usual track Tf tHe 


middle of the course with a runner 
close up, and made the quarter in 31°{ 
seconds and the halfin 1:084—a ter- 
rific gait... Marvin held him back on 
the next quarter to keep him strong for 
the finish, making the quarter in -33, 
reaching the three-quarter post in 
1:36, a second faster than he made 
the distance yesterday. On he went, 
making a wonderful finish, doing the 
last quarter in324% seconds without a 
skip, going under the wire brave and 
strong, winner of the world’s stallion 
recordin 2:08 %. 

Palo Alto goes home in the morning 
to retire to the stud, having won the 
mark Marvin had set for him. 

Bell Bird, the Palo Alto yearling, 
went against her world’s record, 2: 264, 
but made a break, coming home in 
2:28. She went tothe half in1:12. 

The Los Angeles stallion, McKinney, 
by Alcyon, owned and driven by. A. 
Durfee, reduced his record from 2:17 
to 2:123¢, beating the word's record 
for four-year-old stallions. He trotted 
a great mile, ~~ the quarters in 
133 34, :88,:33 54, He wentto the 
halt in 1:0614 and trotted the second 
half in 1:06 without a skip. The track 
was hard for McKinney, and he will go 
again Saturday, when Durfee hopes to 
drive him under 2:10. 

The contest for the yey record is 
still exciting. Yesterday Millard San- 
ders drove the yearling Frou-Freu by 
Sidney in 2:28 84, and today he gave her 
the very fast record of 2:27 flat, made 
without a skip in the mile. She madea 
wonderful finish for a yearling, trotting 
the last. quarter in 35 seconds. She 
went to the quarter in 0:39, to the half 
in 1:15, to the three-quarters in 1:52 
and the mile in 2:27, only three-quar- 
ters of a second slower than Bell Bird’s 
world’s-reeord of 2:26 4. 


Fresno, the yearling who trotted last | 
week in 2:2914, went again today and: 


equaled the time, not making a break. 
Matt Dwyer, who is handling the colt. 
will stay to drive again. ‘Marvin will 
stay to give Bell Bird a faster mile, so 
the yearling excitement will be kept up.

The Annual Epitcopal Congress Opened at 
Washington, 

WasHINGTON, Nov. 17.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Episcopal Congress 
convened here today. The services 
were held at Epiphany Church, which 
was crowded. Communion was held, 
Rt. Rev. Phillips Brooks, Bishop of 
Massachusetts, delivering the com- 
munion address. _At the conclusion of 
the religious exercises ex-Senator Ed- 
munds, the presiding officer, delivered 
an address in which it was stated that 
many important questions were to be 
discussed during the evening, and the 
hope was expressed that the cause of 
religion would be advanced thereby.

FOSTER ON SILVER. 


The Seeretary at a Banquet of Goth- 
am’s Solid Men. 


The Coinage Law Defended—Continuance 
ot the Government's Financial Pol- 
icy will End in an Interna- 
tional Agreement. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
New York, Nov. 17.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] A distinguished assem- 
blage gathered tonight at the one hun- 
dred and twenty-third dnnual dinner of 
the Chamber of Commerce of the State 
of New York. Among the many promt- 
nent guests were: Senator Hiscock, 
Chauncey M. Depew, Gens. Schofield 
and Howard, Secretary Foster, Direc- 
or of the Mint Leech, Hon. Carl 
-Rev..Dr. Briggs, the Earl of 
P Aberdeen. Less than one year ago 
Secretary Windom was struck down in 
the same banqueting hall and bé fore the 
feast was done he was dead. Many 
times the tragedy was referred to to- 
night. President Harrison, Secretary 
Blaine, Secretary Tracy, Secretary 
Proctor, Postmaster-General Wanama- 
ker and ex-Presidents Hayes and Cleve- 
land were among the many who sent re- 
rets. 

Secretary Foster made the speech of 
the evening, the subject, being ‘‘To 
maintain the parity betweeu gold and 
silver is the fixed policy of this Govern- 
ment.’’ - 

Inthe course ofhis remarks he re- 
ferred to the gloomy predictions made 
fifteen years ago by the people of the 
East over the proposed large coinage of 
silver dollars. So now, said he, men 
whose intelligence and patriotism can- 
not be questioned and whose purposes 
are most exalted are moved to indulge 
in gloomy forebodings over the present 
outlook and propose to repeal the act 
of July 14, 1890, hoping thereby to 
preserve the parity. He didnot propose 
to indulge in any prophecy. The Secre- 
tary told of an elaborate speech he pre- 
pared in 1879 upon silver and gold but 
did not deliver it in -the House because 
of his enlarged views between the fin- 
ishing of the speech and the day set for 
its delivery. He added:% “If the New 
York, Times could have that speech to 
co nt upon, I think I should have to 
resign my affice.__I mention this merely 


to call mind the ‘fact that 
many other gentlemen have not 
been as prudent The Secre- 


tary further in ‘his speech: 

With all of our power we could not main- 
tain the parity of the two metals if the pol- 
icy of the free coinage of silver prevailed. 
Iam firmly of the opinion that the parity 
can be maintained under the present policy. 
We produce annually about $30,000,000 of 
gold. Present indications are that the bal- 
ance of trade with foreign nations for the 
next two years and fora longer period, if 
the present tariff law is maintained, will 
require gold shipments to us to pay bal- 
ances in our fayor. Under the present 
policy we buy 4.500.000 ounces of silver 
per month. paying for it in new treasury 
notes. Under such conditions the work of 
maintaining the parity will not be a strain 
upon ‘the resources of the country. If, 
however; the balance of trade should turn 
against us-to any great extent, which seems 
to me quite improbable, except in the event 
of extraordinary contingencies abroad, the 
strain would come: but even then my 
faith in our resources is such as to compel 
me to believe that we would weather the 
storm and preserve the parity. The ship. 
ment of more than $70,000,000 of our 
gold to Europe without embarassment 
to us is only an illustration of the 
marvelous financial strength of this 
country. Under free coinage silver would 
take the place of goldin settling balances. 
If the price of silver were advanced from 
$1 to $1.29 per ounce all the silver in the 
world for sale would be attracted to this 
country. To maintain the parity under

Fonseca’s Forces Confront 
the Rebels. 


A Rising in Rio Only Prevented by 
the Dictator’s Firmness. 


Para Declares Independence of the 


Government. _. 
The Insurgents Among 
Themselves and Shooting Those 


Hostile to Their Cause—The 
Sinews of War. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Lonvon, Nov. 17.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| The Exchange Tele- 
graph Company gives publicity to sen- 
sational news from Rio de Janeiro. 
No explanation is given as to how the 
news was allowed to be cabled, and as 
itis known that the government has 
taken complete control of the cables, 
today’s dispatches are not accepted 
here as certain to be accurate. The 
Exchange Company’s advices report 
complete prostration of the postal ser- 
vice. It is supposed that this refers to 
the general postal service of the re- 
public, thougheit may mean that of the 
capital. * At the same time the govern- 
ment has put a stop to the transmission | 
of all press dispatches by telegraph 
lines to the various cities of the country. 

This step is interpreted as meaning 
that opposition tothe dictator's rule is 
growing in the provincial centers. In 
Rio Janeiro, it is declared, a practical 
state of siege exists. The city is in the 
hands and at the mercy of the dictator's 
soldiers. The most stringent measures 
have been adopted to prevent disorder 
or organized opposition to the present 
régime. If the. report proves to be 
founded on fact, it would seem thata 
very large element in the capital is op- 
posed to the dictatorship and is only 
prevented by the strong hand of the 
military from asserting itself. As ‘all 
papers which refused to support the 
dictator have been suppressed, the op- 
position has no public mouthpiece. 

The news received at Rio Janiero, ac- 
cording to the Exchange Telegraph 
Company’s advices, from the state of 
Rio Grande do Sul is of an important 
character. The dispatches report that 
the forces of the party of secession are 
already in the field and marching to 
meet the army "Oi the central govern- 
ment. The armies are not far sepa- 
rated anda decisive battle may be ex- 
pected withina short period. Previous 
advices declared the army ofthe se- 
ceders to be 30,000 in number. How 
numerous are the dictator’s forces isnot 
known. 

The Exchange Company’s advices 
also give sensational news from Para. 
It is asserted that the principal naval 
and military officers stationed in the 
state of Grao Para, after discussion, 
decided in favor of a declaration of in- 
dependence of the Brazilian Union by 
that state. This movement in Parain 
favor of secession was considered so 
formidable at the capital, according to 
the Exchange Company's dispatches, 
that it is believed the government of, 
the dictator will be unable to cope with 
it. With two of the most important 
states in the Union, one at the extreme 
south and the other on the Amazon. in 
secession, and with threatening dissat- 
isfaction in other states, and with even 


the capital in a state of siege, the out- 


look for Da Fonseca is not particularly 
alluring. 

New York, Nov. 17.—The Brazilian 
news contained inthe Exchange Com- 
pany’s dispatches finds something of 
confirmation in a business dispatch re- 
ceived yesterday in New York by Will- 
iam E. Peek, an export merchant. The 
last majl from Rio Janeiro brought a 
large order for goods from one- of his 
largest customers in Rio. In view of 
the alarming news since the steamer 
sailed Mr. Peck thought it advisable to 
cable before _ filling the order. 


The Cable Company refused to ac- 
cept a cipher dispatch, saying 
they could not guarantee its deliv- 


ery. He was compelled to cable in 
English, and yesterday received an 
answer ‘also in English saying simply:

Orders of the Commander-in-Chief—Na- 
tional Memorial Hall. 

Commander-in-Chief Palmer of the 
Grand Army of the Republic has issued 
a general order regarding the partici- 
pation of comrades wearing thé badge 
and uniform of the G.A.R. ina recent 
demonstration where the Confederate 
flag was carried and displayed, Com- 
mander Palmer, after reviewing the 
matter, concludes as follows: 

A comrade wearing the badge or untform 
of the order, participating in any demon- 
stration where the ‘‘Rebel”’ flag is displayed, 
violates his obligation ‘‘to maintain true al- 
legiance to the United States of America; 
to honor its Constitution; to discountenance 
whatever tends to weaken loyalty, incite 
treason or rebellion; and to encourage uni- 
versal liberty and justice toall mankind,” 
and brings disgrace upon the order of which 
heis amember. While the Commander- 
in-Chief has neither the right nor dispo- 
sition to interfere with the individual 
rights or privileges of members of.the or- 
der, he has assumed an obligation to pro- 
tect it against any and all acts that will 
bring reproach upon its good name. Do 
you propose to surrender what you fought 
for, and what your comrades, who sleep in 
heroic graves, died for? As the stars are 
fixed in the skies. so I believe your patriot- 
ism is fixed and immovable to preserve the 
memories and fruits of that great struggle. 
If this grand army of loyal citizens serves 
no other purpose, it will keep fresh in the 
hearts of the rising generation that love of 
country; that devotion to the Union; that 
reverence for the Stars and Stripes, the 
Constitution and the :aws, which in the fu- , 
ture, as they have been in the past, must be | 
the anchors which hold us firmly to a solid, 
permanent and prosperous ‘national exist- 
ence. 

With these words of admonition, I have 
sufficient confidence in your hono 
ity to the principles of the order to feel 
that there will be no further participation ° 
in any demonstration or parade where the 
“emblem of treason’’ is carried or dis- 
played. Let the cause which triumphed jn 
the war be maintained in the completeness | 
of its victory and the fullness of its signifi- 
cance. 


General orders have also been issued 
giving the form of inspection approved 
by the twenty-fifth National Encamp- 
ment, and the following concerning the 

natiomal memorial hall: 


The twenty-fourth National Encampment 
authorized the erection of a Soldiers’ Na- 
tional Memorial Hall, at Decatur, Ill., in. 
which shall be preserved such officia] rec-: 
ords of the encampments, departments and 
posts of the Grand Army of the Republic, . 
and such trophies, relics, records and me- 
morials of the war of the Rebellion as may 
be received and approved by the trustees of 
the association. Pursuant to this action 

“The National Memorial Hall Association, 
Grand Army of ‘the Republic,’’ was incor- 
porated under the laws of the Stdte of Illi- 
nois, and chartered July 29, 1891. 

The twenty-fifth National Encampment 
required the association to provide in its 
by-laws for an advisory board, to consist of 
the Commander-in-Chief vand the Depart- 
ment Commanders of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, and for the appointment of 
four members of its board of trustees by the 
Commander-in-Chief. The National Me- 
morial Hall Association has complied with 
these requirements and is now authorized 
to solicit contributions for the erection and 
maintenance of the proposed, memorial 
hall. 

TheGrand Army of the Republic in two 
encampments has authorized this project, 
there is therefore no necessity to say more 
in commendation of it than that it is “The 
Memorial’ of the Grand Army itself, and 
as the most effective method of providing 
means the Commander-in-Chief orders that 
each and every post of the Grand Army 
appoint at once a committee to solicit con- 
tributions for this purpose. The money 
collected wi]ll be forwarded by post com- 
manders to Maj. Frank L. Hays, treasurer 
Decatur, Ills., accompanied with a list of 
se names of the contributors, as under the 
by-laws each contributor becomes an hon- 
orary member of ‘‘The National Memorial 
Hall Association, Grand Army of the Re. 
pubic."

The Police Commissioners met yester- 
day afternoon, with Mayor Hazard pre- 
siding and Commissioners Bryson, Sny- 
der and Lewis present. Chief Glass 
was also in attendance, as usual. 

After the approval of the minutes, 
the Chief reported. in the matter of the 
charges of Minnie McDonali against 
Officer O’Reagan, that he had examined 
into the same, and found that they had 
no merit. He therefore recommended 
that the same be dismissed, which was 
done, and the officer was exonerated. 

Chief Glass reported that he had sus- 
pended Mounted Officer William Lever- 
ich’ fér meglect of duty in reporting 
without his horse. The action of the 
Chief was sustained, and the officer was 
suspended for five days without pay 
from date of original suspension. 

The tax collector reported the follow- 
ing saloons licenses delinquent: Fuese 
& Schumaker, 102 North Main street: 
Theodore Froehlinger, 107 San Pedro 
street; Kipka & Scorgie, 245 East First 
street. The following saloons were re- 

orted closed and out of business: Ed 

rispie, 403 North Main street; C. 
Belli, 665 Upper Main street. All the 
licenses were revoked under the rule, 
except that of Theodore Froehlinger, 
who presented an excuse and was given 
until today to pay his license. 

The following applications for saloon 
licenses were denied, the applicants 
not having secured the necessary 
permission of two-thirds of the property 
owners: Frank P. Francis, Washing- 
ton Garden; P. H. Dominguez, 222 
Commercial street. 

The transfer of the saloon license for 
the old Carlton was transferred from O. 
Hunsaker to Charles Bauer. 

A lengthy petition was presented, 
asking for the removal of prostitutes 
from Alameda street, between First 
and Olive: Several hundred names 
were attached tothe petition, includ- 
ing theteachers of the public schools 
on Amelia street. 

The petition caused quite a discus- 
sion, and it came out that counter pe- 
titfons had been presented, asking that 
they not be molested, when it was sug- 
gested that the whole matter be re- 
ferred to Commissioner Snyder with 
power to act, but that gentleman pro- 
tested and thought they should be al- 
lowed to remain on Alameda street. | 

Commissioner Lewis thought all such 
houses should be removed from prox- 
imity to the schoolhouses, if any ex- 
isted. 

‘Mayor Hazard thought the bosrd 
should look the matter squarely in the 
face.

THE COHN CONTEST. 


The Trial ‘Before Fudge 
Clark. 


Counsel Anxious to Have the Testi- 
. mony Transcribed. 
Several beipertant Witnesses for the 
Contestant Examined. 
The Relations Between Cohn and Del. 
phina—They Introduced Fach Other 


as H usbang and 
Wife. 


The trial of the contest over the es- 


tate of Bernard Cohn. deceased, was 
resumed before Judge Clark in Depart- 
ment Two ‘yesterday morning, Mrs. 


Juana Courtney being upon the witness 
stand for further cross-examination. 

D. P. Hatch, Esq.. of counsel for the 
contestant, requested the Court. to 
make an order requiring the. testimony 
to be written out at the end ofeach 
day. but S. M. White. Esq., objected on 
the ground that there is no, money in 
the coffers of the estate. There is 
plenty of real estate, but until some of 
this can be sold none can be raised. 

Judge Clark replied that counsel 
could be provided with a copy of the 
testimony before argument of the case. 
but that it would not be finished day bv 
day. 

On reconvening for the 
session, Antonio Reyes, 
of a restaurant in the old cajfion at 
Santa Monica, was called and testified 
that in August, 1889, Cohn and Del- 
phina went ,to his place and ordered 
dinner one day, and while waiting for 
the meal to be prepared ‘Iphina, 
whom he knew, introduced Cohn to him 
as her husband. 

Pasqual Marquez, an elderly Mexican, 
testified to the fact that in November, 
1889, he was running a bath-house on 
the North beach at Santa Monica, and 
that Delphina and Cohn came down to 
see him. During a conversation he had 
with Cohn the lattertold him that he 
was unable to remain at the. beach at 
that time, but would leave his wife 
there and returninafewdays. Shortly, 
afterward he again saw Cohn and. Del- 
phina, and was present when Cohn 
asked Delphina how much her ex- 
penses had been, and, on learning that 
20 would be enotgh-to defray them, 
gave her the money. 

Another old: man, Antonio Orfila, 
then took the stand, and proved a very 
important witness for the contestant. 
He stated that he had known Cohn for 
thirty years before he died, and knew 
Delphina ever since she was a little 
girl. He remembered distinctly her 
having lived at the Plaza, as he had fre- 
quently visited her family there. Cohn 
used to call Delphina his ‘‘vieja’’ and 
“esposa,’’ even then. When Delphina 
lived on Sainsevain and Dacommon 
streets the witness used to see Cohn 
visit the house at all hours of the day 
and night. The witness frequently 
called at her house and saw Cohn play- 
ing with the children, who called him 
‘‘papa.’’ When the children’s birthdays 
came round Cohn used to hire the wit- 
ness to goto the house and play the 
guitar forthem. On January 2, 1886, 
Cohn told the witness that he and Del- 
phina were married. 

At the close of the witness’ testimony 
the Court adjourned for the day, the 
case being continued until this morning.

Our World andSome Others, 
The idea that the whole universe was 


—for the race as we know it upon this 
earth—has been losing ground a long 
time, and is now virtually relegated to 
the limbo of abandoned superstitions. 
With a people who believed that the 
earth was a bit of table-land bounded by 
aline only a little beyond the horizon; 
who thought that the sun rose out of 
chaos every morning, sailed through 
the sky inagreat arc during the day 
and plunged into chaos again in the 
evening; who imagined that the 
moon and _ stars were set in the 
heavens simply to shine and twinkle 
for their- delectation at night—with 
such a people it is easy to see how the 
fancy grew that they were the chosen 
of God's creatures, the principal -bene- 
ficiaries of the universal scheme. Even 
after the dawn of better knowledge and 
the dissipation of most of the crude 
ideas of cosmology, mankind has clung 
to a large share of his egotistic fancies. 
Probably the natural tendency of the 
race to magnify its own importance and 
to belittle that which is far away and 
slightly understood, abetted by~- the 
teaching of theologians of every age 
and creed, has had much todo with per; 
petuating this form of arrogant self- 
assumption. When we come to face 
the disclosures of science and get an 
inkling of how small a factor man 
really is, we are apt to abate many of 
our ideas of a special providence and a 
plan of creation designed only to serve 
our purposes. 

In former articles we have glanced at 
the theories of the most modern school 
of philosophers—those who advance the 
doctrine that our planetary system is 
controlled and kept in motion by mag- 
neto-electric forces... According to this 
theory it is held that the sun is not nec- 
essarily a fiery body, but that itis a 
magnetic body, like our earth—a million 
times more powerful, of course, in keep- 
ing with its, magnitude—but provided 
with an atmosphere, and very prob- 
ably sustaining animal and vegetable 
life. If this muchis conceded as among 
the possibilities, then it isa natural 
step to concede the same attributes to 
every planetin the solar system. We 
are aware that astronomers have dis- 
coursed most learnedly uponthe im- 


possibility of other planets “than 
ours being inhabited, but, after 
all, what do they know about 
“it? They work in a field of 


conjecture, like others who attempt 
to project their mental vision be- 
yond mortal ken, and an educated 
speculation may not be much more ac-. 
curate than any other kind. At any 
rate, we should not allow their concln- 
sions to act as a bar to further investi- 
gation, or tothe consideration of any 
theory which stands on a basis of 
reason. 

The most conservative of thinkers are 
coming to the conclusion that the in- 
terplanetary space is not a vacuum as 
was once believed, nor yet filled 
with a translucent jglly-like form 
of matter, as was supposed later, 
but that it is anether which is best 
represented to our understanding 
when compared to an infinitely rare- 
fied atmosphere. In fact, it is some- 
times held that our atmosphere itself is 
only the ether condensed by the gravi- 
tal attraction of the earth. dt has been 
shown that the atmosphere is most 
dense at the earth’s surface and that, 
as a greater elevation is attained, it be- 
comes more and more attenuated. At 
the height of forty-five miles from sea 


|} level the atmosphere is believed to 


merge into and become one with the 
interplanetary ether. 

Whatever the form of matter may be 
which constitutes the ether, it is cer- 
tainly a most perfect conductor of elec- 
tricity, and furnishes the medium of 
electrical or magnetic communication 
between the sun and every member of 
the solar system, between the planets 
themselves and their satellites. Dis- 
cussing this subject ina lecture before 
the American Institute of Electrical 


Engineers at Columbia College, May 


20th, 1891, Nikola Tesla says: 


Nature has stored up in the uni- 
verse infinite energy, The eternal recipi- 
ent and transmitter of this infinite energy 
isthe ether. The recognition of the exis- 
tence of ether, and of the functions it per: 
forms, is one of the most important results 
of modern scientific research. The mere 
abandoning of the idea of action ata 
distance, the assumption of a medium per- 
vading all space and connecting all gross 
matter, has freed the minds of thinkers of 
an ever-present doubt. and, by opening a 
new horizon—new and unforeseen possibili- 
Ues—has given fresh interest to phenomena 
with which we are familiar of old.

Newton’ propounded his theory of 
gravitation as a universal law, and as 
such it has always been accepted, We 
believe then that all bodies attract, or 


repel, each other in direct proportion to |’ 


their volume and inversely as the square 
of the distancé between them. 
It is not often stated nowadays that 
Newton included ‘the words ‘‘or repel’’ 
in his definition, but suth is a fact. To 
cite the law of, gravitation as simply a 
law of attraction is telling only half 
the truth. And when we consider it.in 
its dual sense of attraction and _ repul- 
sion we find that we have an exact par- 
allel of the law of magnetism. Mag- 
netic and electrically charged bodies 
attract or repel each other in propor 
tion to the charge (dependent upon 
volume) and inversely as the: square of 
their distances. 

Now, the same property of gravitation, 
or magnetic attraction, which we at- 
tribute to the earth as the operation of 
a universal law, we must attribute to 
every other celestial body, proportioned 
to its volume. A body of great volume 
will exercise a strong gravital or mag- 
netic attraction; a body of smaller vol- 
ume will exercise less. Thus it is fair 
to infer that every celestial body is sur- 
rounded with an atmosphere whose 
thickness is proportioned to its volume.

Gen. Schofield Thinks There Will be no 
Outbreak This Winter. 

WasHINGTON, Nov. 17.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] A telegram has been 
received at army headquarters from 
Gen. Brooke, commanding the Depart- 
ment of Dakota, in response to one 
sent by Gen. Schofield, asking the 
truth about the rumor that Big Foot’s 
band had left the reservation and 
started for Pine Ridge. ‘ 

Gen. Brooke stated that he had been 
unable to learn anything definite, about 
the movement, but would find out the 
scope and significance of it at once. 

There is uo ipprehension felt here 
that the movement will be followed by 
anything like last winter’s outbreak. 
Gen. Schofield saidthis morning: ‘‘The 
state of things in the Indian country to- 
day is far better than it was a year ago. 
There is more content among the Sioux 
this winter than last. This is mainly 
due tothe fact that the affairs of the 
Government, as far as they affect the 
Indians, are, I believe, being better ad- 
ministered. I do not think there are 
any discernible signs of trouble this 
winter, for, as far as Ican see, the 
tribes are quiet.”’

Several Large Business Blocks 
@ Mass of Ruins. 


Firemen Fight the Flames in the 
Teeth of a Biting Blizzard. 


Property Worth & Million and a Half 
‘Dollars Gone Up in Smoke. 


One Life Lost and Several Persons In- 
jured During the Conflagration— 3 
List of the Principal Losers— 
Insured Two-Thirds.

St. Louis, Nov. 17.—[By the’ Asso- 
ciated Press.| The cold wave which 
reached this city last evening was the 
cause of the most disastrous fires which 


have visited St. Louis in many years. 


One person was probably killed, four 


}men were badly hurt and $1,500,000 


worth of property is gone up in smoke. 
The flames spread with almost inconceiv- 
able rapidity, eating their way through 
brick blocks as they though were of 
pine. Acold westerly gale was blow- 
ing during the time the fire was at its 
height, rendering the work of the fire? 
men extremely difficult, and for a time 
it seemed a hopeless task. Water 
poured on the flames seemed to act like 
oil instead of extinguishing them. 
Store after store went down before the 
fierce flames and fears were entertained 
for atime that a second Chicago dis- 
aster was imminent. The fire raged 


from 4:30 a.m. until 10 o’clock before . 


, it could be said to be fairly under con- 


trol, and tonight the engines are still 
pouring water on the smoking dobris. 

The fire started in the furnace rpem 
of the large dry goods house of Penny 
& Gentles, on the southwest corner of 
Broadway and Franklin avenue, about 
4:30 this morning. The watchman im- 
mediately turned in an alarm, and then 
asecond and then.a third within ten 
minutes. The flames spread so rapidly 
that a general alarm was given, which 
brought out the-entire department, but 
before the engines arrived Penny & 
Gentles, the Sonnefeldt Millinery Com- 
pany, the mammoth establishment of 
the Famous Shoe and Clothing Com. 
pany, occupying the entire blotk of 
four-story buildings on Broadway be- 
tween Franklin avenue and Morgan 
street, were in flames, and within two 
hours all the walls had fallen and 
nothing was left but ashes and bent and 
twisted iron girders. : 

Opposite is the immense dry goods 
store of D.C. Crawford & Co. The heat 
was so intense that the whole front of. 
Crawford’s store, including the display 
windows and all show cases in the front 
part of the store from top to bottom, 
were badly damaged, causing a proba- 
ble loss of $50,000. r 

On Franklin avenue, opposite Penny 
& Gentles’, the whole row from Broad- 
way to the alley was badly damaged. 
Adjoining Crawford’s on Broadway the 
following business houses were burned 
out: McDonald Bros., hats; G. H. Clem- 
ents, shoes; Charles Stix, gents’ fur- 
nishing and cloaks; Mrs. Tobin, millin- 
ery; F. A. Wendell & Co., the New York 
Millinery Company, Square Dealing 
Clothing Company and the Weinaman 


| House, the guests of which safely es- 


ped. 

On Franklin avenue, just west of 
Penny & Gentles’, the general dry 
goods store of Thomas Hoddon was dam- 
aged by smoke and water to the extent 
of $30,000; insured. 

During the time this fire was burning 
the handsome residence of Capt. John 
A. Scudder in the aristocratic portion 
of the city was destroyed by fire with 
a house full of costly furniture. The 
loss here will exeeed $15,000, fully in- 
sured. 

The large stationery establishment of 
Levison & Blythe, on Third street, be- 
tween Olive and Pine, took fire, but the 
flames were got under control. The 
loss will be comparatively small. : 

The fire at 10 o’clock burned itself 
out and two or three engines were 
throwing water on the ruins to quench 
the flames that here and there were 
fanned into activity by a strong wind. 
The firemen deserve great credit for 
their noble work, considering the in- 
tensely cold weather, which was in- 
creased tenfold by a heavy wind. 

The fire throws about 1500 people 
out of employment, a majority of them 
being in the emplov of the Famous Com- 
pany, one of the largest boot and shoe 
houses in the West. . 

One life was probably lost, Night 
Watchman Jasper, employed by the 
Sonnenfeldt Millinery Company, not 
having been seen today. 

Firemen John Lynch and Alonzo Si- 
mon were badly injured by falling 
débris. 

Michael Connors, a roomer at the 
Weinaman House, becoming alarmed at 
the sight of the fire jumped from a win- 
dow and broke a leg. 

A. S. Taylor, a newspaper man, re- 
ceived a severe shock from electrig 
wires. 

_The losses are about as follows: Fa- 
mous Shoe and Clothing Company, 
$700,000; Penny & Gentles, $240,- 
000; Sonnenfeldts, $245,000; minor 
losses will aggregate $35,000. The in- 
surance is about two-thirds of the 
losses.

there was no immediate danger. 
At 11 p.m. Florence’s condition was 
slightly improved.

Prompt 
work of the police and firemen undoubt- 
edly saved many lives, as the flames 
spread rapidly.

THE PANAMA CANAL, 


A New Company May be Formed to Carry 
Out the Work. 

Paris, Nov. 17.—-[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] The . liquidator of the 
Panama Canal Company, in his report 
tothe Seine tribunal, says that the 
agreement reached in the negotiations 
with the United States ,of Colombia in 
regard to the-canal by Lieut. Wyse, 
does not meet the hopes of the liquid- 
ator. Hetrusts, however, that the 
govérnment of Celombia- will accept 
modifications of the agreement after 
the new company is constituted. The 
negotiations of the Credit Foncier with 
the French government in regard to the 
formation of a new Panama canal com- 
pany continue, If the government re- 
fuses to intervene the great enterprise 
is definitely condemned, with the short 
time in which the new company must be 
established or the work of liquidation 
carried through. 

‘It is known,’’ continues the officer 
in his report, ‘that the United States 
Government is watching for a favorable 
opportunity to obtain control of the 
canal at small cost without taking into 
account the services already expended 
in the undertaking.’’ The only way 
‘out of the difficulty, he declared, is for 
semi-official pressure to be,brought to 
bear. on the governor of _ the 
Credit _Foncier to induce him to 
bring the matter to asatisfactory issue. 
The report dilates on the enormous dif- 
ficulties which present themselves in 
the attempt to realize on and distribute 
the canal. company’s assets. It con- 
cludes by saying thatthe best means 
to overcome these difficulties is for the 
Senate and Chamber of Deputies to, 
pass a law assimilating the difference 
in procedure in liquidation and bank- 
ruptcy so as to enable the liquidator to 
have power to sell the entire property 
as it stands orto realize on the avail- 
ing assets and distribute the proceeds. 


Markets Again Excited. 

BERLIN, Nov. 17.—A report iscurrent 
in the grain market here that the gov- 
ernment of Russia has issued its prohi- 
bition against exporting wheat from 
that country.

An Overflowing River. 

Lonpon, Nov. 1%—A report comes 
from Somerset that the Parret River 
has overflowed and caused much damage 
to surrounding farm lands.. ‘The dam- 
age already amounts to $350,000, and 
it is believed that unless the break 
through which the water is flowing is 
soon stopped the loss will amount to an 
enormous sum, 


Generous Russian Soldiers. 

St. PererspurG, Nov. 17.—The sol- 
diers of the Odessa garrison have vol- 
untarily asked that the daily bread ra- 
tion issued them be reduced one-third 
for the benefit of the starving people 
in the famine-stricken disiricts. Self- 
sacrifices for the benefit of the starving 
are general among allclasses and often 
take novel forms. 


The German Budget. 

BERLIN, Noy. 1 7—The Imperial budget 
for 1892-98 shows an estimated deficit 
of 159,000,000 marks, which is mainly 
covered by a proposed loan of 156,000,- 
000 marks for military, nagal and rail- 
way departments and supplementary 
loan for fortifying Heligoland. 


China Makes no Keply. 
Swaneual, Nov. 17.—The Chinese gov- 
ernment has made no explicit reply to 
the joint note presented by the powers. 
It has only offered indemnity without 
giving a guarantee for the future. 


Gorst’'s Successor. 

Lonpon, Noy, 17.—Nathaniel Curzon 
has been appointed successor to Sir G. 
E. Gorst as under secretary for India. 


Elections in Norway. 
Elections for members of the Storthing 
have just been held, ‘The figures now 


at hand show large gains for the Radi-

Prince George's Condition Improving. 

Lonvon, Nov. 17.—A. bulletin issued 
from. Marlboro House this morning 
states that Prince George passed a good 
night. No unfavorable symptoms de- 
veloped, and unless the Prince should 
suffer a relapse it is believed his prog- 
ress toward recovery will be rapid. 


EXECUTIVE CLEMENCY. __ 


Gov. Markham Grants Some Pardons and 
Refuses to Grant Others. 

SacraMENTO, Nov. 17.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Gov. Markham today 
pardoned Lottie Fritz, convicted of 
petty larceny in San Francisco in Sep- 
tember last and sentenced tosix months’ 
imprisonment. In granting the pardon 
the Governor says that it appeared to 
him that she is an honest, virtuow 
woman, who has been ill-used by her 
husband. Judge Worley, Dr. Yemans 
and other reputable citizens asked for 


her pardon. She is about to become a 
mother. 


The Governor also pardoned Giovanni 


burglary inSan Francisco in 1886 and 
sentenced to two years’ imprisonment. 
Bianchi’s term expired in 1887. He 
was a minor when convicted, and since 
his release has led-a blameless, indus- 
trious life in Napa. The pardon ‘is 
granted now simply to restore to him 
the rights of citizenship. 

The application of Julius Portelli, 
convicted in San Franciscain 1889 of 
murder, was refused. The Governor in- 
quired carefully into all the facts and 
arrived at the conclusion that there 
was no merit in the application. 
The same course was taken on the 
appplication of M. E. Buckmann, con- 
victed in Monterey in October, 1884, of 
murdering his father; also on the ap- 
plications A. W. McConnell from Los 
Angeles for burglary, and James 
O’Brien from San Francisco, for rob- 
bery. In all these cases Gov. Markham 
goes into details of the trials and evi- 
dence brought out, and states that in 
future he will give reasons for refusing, 
as well as for granting, pardons, 


The Question of Telephone Patents. 
WASHINGTON, Noy.. 17.—Today the 
United States Patent Office issued a 
patentto Emie Rerliner, assignor to 
the Bell Telephone Company, for a 
combined telegraph and_ telephone, 
which has been pending in that office 
since June 4,1877. It is understood 
the Bell Company believes that this 
patent covers features necessary to the 
practical use of telephones. The in- 
ventors do not take that view of the 
patent. They think that. Bell’s patent 
expiresin March, 18938. They will be 
‘able to produce telephones and not in- 
fringe the Berliner patent. The issue 
of this patent is the second step taken 
by Commissioner Simonds, and probably 
the last whichit will be necessarv to 
take, to practically dispose of the long- 
existing tangle of telephone litigation 
in the Patent Office. | 


Convention Railway Rates, 
San Francisco, Nov. 17.—When a dis- 


nouncing that the Transcontinental As- 
sociation ‘had refused to indorse the 
$50 rate guaranteed by the Southern 
Pacific Company to delegates to the 
national conventions if held in San 
Francisco, vice-President Stubbs said:

A Nevada Bank Surprise.

Win Prizes 


At Co. B’s Competitive Drill Monday 
Evening. 


Some Remarks on the Subject of 
Good Country Roads. 


- Various Items of Local Interest Briefly 


Told—Personal Mention of People 
More or Less Prominent— 
News Notes.

Much interest centered in Co. B.'s compett- 
tive drill which was held at the armory Mon- 
day evening. Two medals were offered as 
prizes—one by the company forthe non. 
commissioned officer who proved himself 
most efficient in drill, and the other by 
Private J. W. Lancaster to go the best 
drilled private. Both medals are handsome 
and appropriately inscribed. 

Col. W. G, Schreiber of the Seventh Regi- 
ment, Capt. Martin of Co. A, Los Angeles, 
and Capt. Myers of Co. C, acted as judges, 
The drill began shortly after 8 o'clock, 
nearly the entire company being present, 
besides a number of interested spectators. 
including ex-Capt. Hamilton and ex-Lieut. 
Cambell. The non-commissioned officers 
were first drilled inthe manual of arms. 
Those who acquitted themselves least cred- 
itably were dropped out from time to time. 
Finally the contest lay between Corp. Cole- 
man and Sergt. Case, and after a thorough 
drill in which all the essential points were 
carefully cconsidered, Corp.Coleman was 
decided to be the better man, and the medal 
so awarded. 

The privates were then drilled. The 
company was divided into three squads, 
each of the judges taking a squad. The 
ranks were thinned out as before until 
only four men were left. They were Pri- 


vates Smith, Heiss, Garlich and Norton. . 


Heiss and Garlich went down next after the 
manner of an old-fashioned spelling bee, 
and only Smith and Norton were left. The 
men were pretty evenly matched, but the 
judges decided the contest in favor of 
Smith. Both decisions met with general 
approval. The medals were presented to 
the winners by Col. Schreiber in a brief 
and happy manner. 

Similar drills will be held every three 
months, the same medals to be competed 
for each time, until some one wins the same 
medal four times in succession, in which 
case it becomes his personal property. 

After the drill Capt, Bangham, in be- 
half of the company, presented to Private 
Billheimer a handsome set of silver knives 
and forks as a wedding present, the inter- 
esting ceremony having been performed 
several weeks previous. 

The next contestfor the medals will take 
place on the first 4fill nightfin January, at 
which time the boys will be drilled under 
the new tactics which they are now study- 
ing. 

COUNTRY ROADS. 

The sadly neglected condition of many of 
the roads hereabouts, and especially of the 
roads between Pasadena and Los Angeles, 


has been given much attention in the 
newspapers and elsewhere. The impor- 
tance of good roads is being more genér- 
ally recognized than formerly. The No. 
vember number. of the Forum prints an 
excellent article on the subject and Brad- 
street’s furnishes: some pertinent com. 
ments from a business point of view. Next 
week a ‘road congress’’ will be held at 
Pittsburgh, Pa., and there is a general 
manifestation of interest in the subject 
the world over. . 

That there is urgent need of progress in 
this direction does not require demonstra- 
tion. An exchange, commenting on the 
subject, says. ‘“‘We have an excellent 
railway system reaching to every imporant 
and to a multitude of Junimportant towns 
in this country. These towns are centers 
for collecting and distributing freight and 
passenger business of the nation, and from 
none of them is there a system of good 
country roads over which the work of col- 
lecting and distributing may be conducted 
with any sort of dispatch, comfort or econ. 
omy. We are hauling over our common 
roads the freight and "passengers that give 
symployment to morethan 150,000 miles of 
railway, with 1,000,000 freight cars, and 
earning a traffic income of thousands and 
millions annually, and yet there are few 
good roads leading out of even the largest 
cities.’’ 


Good roads are not an impossibility, es- 


pecially in California. Due allowance 
must be made for the rains, which it must 
be confessed have a disturbing influence on 
the highways, and yetthere is no excuse 
for the kind of roads people in this vicinity 
are compelled to travel over. A great 
amount of roaditravel is done daily over 
the Pasadena-Los Angeles highway. While 
the condition of this road has been im- 
proved during the summer, chiefly by the 
building of two new bridges, yet it is 
by no means kept up as it should be. 

It is important that public attention be 
directed to this subject, and in so far as 
road conventions, magazine and newspaper 
articles will serve to do this, they will be 
doing a genuine public service. The worst 
obstacle tothe making of good country 
roads is the lack of practical knowledge as 
to how they can be made, and not so much 


dealef money is raised and spent every 
year in California for the improvement of 
country roads, much of which is wasted. 
The roads are repaired oftentimes at the 
worst season of the year and of the worst 
material. Ifthe Pittsburgh Road Congress, 
to which it is claimed that twenty-tive 


States will send delegations composed of. 


men of ability and standing, will impress 
upon our country road-makers. the import- 
ance of making permanent highways, even 
if it can be done only a little at a time, it 
will have done a great public service,

General Farming Experiments to be Tried 

—What Is Claimed. 

|Needles Eye.] 

While we have productive soil in 
abundance all around us, with an inex- 
haustible supply of water constantly 
running right ? ‘our very doors, no 
definite and, satisfactory experiments 
have yet been made to prove the value 
of this soil and exemplify its produc- 
tiveness. 

The Eye has invariably contended 
that this climate and this soil are 
favorable to the production of fruits, 
vegetables and grain, and it never yet 
had reason to changeits opinion. In- 
deed, it is apparent now to The Eye 
that it will soon beable to show -to the 
world that its judgment in the‘matter 
is correct. Dr. McClelland of Fresno, 
an intelligent gentleman with experi- 
ence, brains and capital, made two in- 
vestigating trips to Needles to look into 
the lands of this vicinity and was so 
favorably impressed with what he 
saw that he decided on his last visit to 
procure all the necessary implements 
and appliances and put in cultivation 
atract of 130 or 160 acres. He has 
an engine for raising water from the 
river, which he will put in place on the 
land just north of town, and has, be- 
sides, his own teams, plenty of help, 
and all the latest improved appliances 
: His first experiments will 
be made with vegetables and garden 
products, the surplus of which he will 
ship to Eastern markets. Following 
this will be experiments with oranges, 
apricots, pears, lemons, grapes, etc., 
etc., and then he willtry alfalfa, some 
corn, and perhaps wheat and barley. 

Dr. McClelland argues that this, cli- 
mate is just about on a par with the cli- 
mate of the San Joaquin valley, where 
he raised fruit and vegetables so _ suc- 
cessfully, and that the never-failing 
water supply, the good soil and the 
pure, dry atmosphere here gives this 
country a decided advantage over the 
San Joaquin Valley.

SANTA BARBARA, 


The Agitation Over the Boule- 
vard Continued. 


The People Opposed to Any Delay 
in the Work. 


They Want It Pushed as Speedily as 
Possible. 


Interviews with Leading Citizens on the 
Subject—The Sentiment All One 
Way—Departure of the 
British Ironclad.

Reference was made inthis column yes- 
terday to a petition in the hands of J.C. 
Wilson asking the City Council to substitute 
gravel for asphaltum on the beach boule- 
vard. 

Mr. Wilson was seen by THE TIMES corre- 
spondent and was asked if his petition 
would not have the effect to delay the 
matter of the boulevard in case the docu- 
ment should be considered by the Council. 
He said not, but confessed that he had not 
inquired into that matter very closely, 

The correspondent then called on Coun- 
cilman Sherman and inquired about the 
petition. He said that he had been seen by 
Mr. Wilson, who was so anxious about a 
gravel boulevard, and that he had tried to 
convince that gentleman that the plan was 
impracticable and the petition was ill-ad- 
vised. . The Councilman contends that there 
is no suitable gravel at hand and that if 
there was it would be impossible to make a 
good boulevard by putting it on a sand bed. 

As to the proposition that asphalt makes 
a hard driveway for horses, Mr. Sherman 
said there was little or nothingin it. He 
said that State street had been used fora 
long time and he had not heard of any 
crippled nor used-up horses as a result of 
traveling over that street. 

When the Councilman was asked about 
the probability of a delay over this peti- 
tion he said: ‘Of course if the petition 
should be acted on at all it would mean to 
reconsider the matter and place the whole 
proceedings just where they were before 
anything was done. The engineer's plans 
for an asphalt finish on the lower part has 
been adopted, and the ordinance is now 
being advertised according to law, with the 
specifications. Nowifa gravel road is to 
be made it means that all our work is to be 
done over again and another delay of six 
or eight weeks.”’ 

Realizing that Wilson was not explaining 
this feature of the matter to those he was 
asking to'Sign the petition, THE TIMEs cor- 
respondent started out yesterday forenoon 
tosee what was thought of it in view of 
this fact, as well as to ascertain how the 
boulevard was regarded by the public gen- 
erally. 

Ithas been whispered around town for 
some days thet there was a doubt as to the 
proposition being carried when it came to 
a vote of the people. So far as the cor- 
respondent went yesterday there was not 
one taxpayer found who was opposed to the 
boulevard and most of them were enthusi- 
astic for it. The interviews are as follows: 

John L. Truslow. Yes. I signed the pe- 
tition presented to me by Mr. Wilson, but 
would not have donesoif [had known that 
the probable effect of it would be to delay 
the building ofthe boulevard. Iam for it, 
first. last and all the time, and trust the 
project will not be delayed. 

Supervisor Welch. Iam in favor of. as- 
phaltum and opposed to all delays; the 
plan as adopted suits me. 

Capt. W. G. Waters. I am in favor of 
the boulevard as adopted and there is not 
the least danger that the Council will make 
any changes in the plans. ee 

J. C. Hassinger, , While I was partial to 
gravel, I am now opposed to any delay in 
constructing the boulevard. 

J. T. Johnston. 
delay or no delay. 

Horace G. Heacock. I am in favor of the 
boulevard and opposed to any movement 
calculated to delay the matter. 

W.S. Low. I signed the petition and am 
in favor of gravel, even if it does delay 
construction for a time.

Downey's big 
ranch at Oak Grove informed the visi- 
tors that the Governor would give 
20,000 in cash toward building the 
railroad through his ranch and donate, 
besides, all the ties necessary to lay 
the road across the property. Even 
San Jacinto people are said to have 
spoken kindly of the project, theugh 
they would not be init. The viewers 
will prepare a report and submit it to 
the Supervisors at their next meeting. 
They will favor the construction of a 
wagon road from Foster's to San Felipe 
and from San Felipe to San Jacinto. 
Then, the scheme is to offer this wagon 
road to any company that will make a 
railroad of it. 

A CELEBRATED CASE.

The farmer watched him a few min- 
utes from the house, when he made up 
his mind to godown and see what it 
meant. 

The man with the wagon paid no at- 
tention to the farmer, and went on with 
his loading just as ifhe owned the 
place. 

‘See here,’’ yelled the farmer, ‘‘do 
you know who this place belongs to?”’

“Your permission be hanged. I've 
just bought and paid for these pumpkins 
and grapes, and [don’t know what you 
have got to do with it.”

The man with the wagon saw that 
something was wrong, and he came 
down from his high horse and explained 
that he was on his way home from Los 
Angeles to Newhall, when a man came 
out of the vineyard and asked him if he 
did not want to buy some grapes. 

‘‘My name is Johnson and I am a con- 
stable at Newhall, and when this man 
offered to sell mesome grapes I told him 
that Iwanted a load of pumpkins for 
my horses,‘and would take a few grapes. 
He fixed his price, and we were just 
loading my wagon when you came up. 
I thought, of course, that he owned the 
place, but if he is your hired man and 
has no right to sell your stuff, I will un- 
load and you can give me my money 
back.’’

‘There he goes,’’ said Johnson, and 
the farmer saw the man who sold his 
pumpkins and grapes for the first time. 
One .glance at the rapidly retreating 
figure convinced him that it was none 
other than the tramp he fed three days 
before. 

‘‘That’s a thief,’’ yelled the farmer, 
‘‘and we must catch him,’’.and both he 
and the constable started in hot pur- 
suit. The tramp was fleet of foot, how- 
ever, and had it not been for a young 
man at the ranch-house, who mounted a 
horse and joined in the chase, the prob- 
abilities are that the tramp would have 
escaped. As it was, he gave them a run 
of two miles and only surrendered when 
the constable came up and covered him 
with a’pistol.

Just what the existing relations be- 
tween Daniels and the Clisbie woman 
are at present is not known, but it is 
certain that for some time past she has 
been subject to annoyance and persecu- 
tionathis ®ands. About two years ago. 
when Laura Clisbie was living at the 
corner of Franklin street and Broad- 
way, Daniels got into her room during 
her absence and destroyed euery article 
of clothing the woman had by scatter- 
ing concentrated lye over them. For 
this he was arrested, but managed to 
get out of the scrape in some way. 
About a year later he again broke into 
the woman’s room and sprinkled ink 
over her clothing. Daniels was again 
_ arrested, and when captured ink stains 
_were found on his hands, showing be- 
| yond question that he was the guilty

THE INDIAN MURDERERS. 
Agent Rust Thinks that They Will Be 
Pardoned. 

Indian Agent Rust, in speaking of the 
Indian murderers Monday made the 
following statement: 

Some eight months agoa medicine man 
ofthe Yuma tribe was murdered and cre- 
mated according to the customs of the 
In 1884 Congress passed an .act 
forbidding capital punishment under Indian 
rule, and all the Indian tribes were notified 
of this change bya special agent sent to the 
tribes as well as by the local Indian agents. 

The more progressive Indians are willing 
to conform to the white man's waya, but 
others, unwilling to” submit to Govern- 
ment authority, still assert their right to 
control their own affairs independent ot 
their local agent and United States author’ 
ity. This is true of Miguel, the Chief of the 
Yumas. 4 

There is reason to believe that Miguel or- 
dered this murder, which was abundantly 
proved. was committed in a most brutal 
manner by the three men who, after having 


morning sentenced by Judge Ross to hang 
January 15, 1892. 

The principaj object of the prosecution of 
these men ig to convince them and all the 
tribe that they are andimust,be amenable to 
the United States Government and that the 
Government will no longer permit them to 
execute criminals under Indian law. 

Probably in no other way can this be so 
effectually impressed upon the tribes as by 
punishing those who refuse to so conform. 

There is reason to believe that the Chief 
Miguel ordered the murder, while he very 
well knew that it was being done contrary 
to United States law. If this is true, he is 
the guilty one, but the officers of the law 
have not been able to secure the testimony 
necessary to convict him, although one of 
the murderers did say on examination that 
he did the killing by Miguel's order when 
the lawyers stopped him. 

The proper officers now will doubtless pe- 
tition the Pr commute ence 
to imprisonment for life, which may be fol- 
_lowed by a pardon whenever the facts inthe 
case warrant it. 

Some years ago four Indians of the 
Tule River tribe murdered their medi- 


cine man by order of their chief. One 
year ago Agent Rust, believing that 
they had learned the lesson which these 


Yumas are being taught, petitioned the 
President and secured their pardon, and 
they are now quietly and properly sup- 
‘porting their families, and are willingly 
loyal to the Government.

AN INTERESTING CASE. 


Strange Things Which a Witch Doctress 
Claims to Have Done. 

Kansas City, Nov. 10.—([Correspond- 
ence.}] An _ interesting case which 
shows the extent to which ignorance 
will carry some people is now before 
the court of Kansas City, Kas. It is a 
suit to recover monéy for services ren- 
dered by a woman who claims that she 
is a witch doctor. Maggie Kelley, a 
colored girl, took ill last spring, and, 
althoughhe had several physicians to 
attend her and fiaally went to the city 
hospital, she got no better and her case 
was one which puzzled the doctors. 
The general diagnosis was that it was 
a case of hysteria, but none of the 
usual remedies had any effect and she 
was finally sent home as incurable. In 
that delectable neighborhood which 
lies on the line between the two States, 
and as known as ‘‘Toad-a-loup,’’ lives 
an old negress who claims to be a 
witch doctor. This woman was called 
to see Maggie, and at once told her 
that she was bewitched. She said she 
could cure her and went to practicing 
incantations. 

The case brought into court is to com- 
pel Maggie to pay the sum agreed upon 
forcuring her. The girl says the 
woman did not cure her, but the woman 
says that Maggie is well, and alsé shows 
what she swears she drew from the 
girl's body without leavinga sign. She 
produced in court three toads, two liz- 
ards, one small snake and a scorpion 
which was fully three inches long. She 
said that it was the removing of these 
reptiles that caused the cure of the 
girl. Maggie insists that the ugly things 
never were in her, and says that the 
woman is an imposter, and consequently 
refuses to pay the sum agreed upon. 
The justice has taken the matter under 
advisement.

Some of the most notable singing birds 
have never passed west of the Rocky 
Mountains. The English lark, which 
years ago was introduced in the Eastern 
States, is never seen in the fields of Cal- 
-ifernia. Nor is the. English robin ever 
seen here, except in cages. The Balti- 
more oriole is yet to be introduced, and 
some of the best thrushes, as the cat- 
bird, for instance, have not taken 
kindly to this State. It may be that 
this decline ofsinging birds is only tem- 
porary. But’ the hospitality of the 
country ought to be extended to every 
good singing bird. They are all insect- 
iverous, paying their way: fairly in this 
respect. In one or two instances asso- 
ciations have been forméd in this State 
for the importation and naturalization 
of singing birds. If such an associa- 
tion were formed in every agricultural 
county, it might not be long before 
California would be as noted for its 
singing birds as it is now for its wealth 
of wild flowers.
